2ND CONGRESSIONAL DIST. 


Geary, Okla., March 7.-E. L. Ful- 


ton, of Oklahoma City, was named by 
the Second district democratic conven- 
tion as the standard bearer in the race 
against former Gov. Ferguson on the 
fourth ballot last night at 10:80 o'clock. 


Mr. Fulton's nomination was due to 


Caddo county which changed its vote, 
giving the entire delegation of 26 to 
Fulton before the result of the fourth 
ballot could be announced. The change 
gave Fulton 107 votes or two more than 
necessary. 
The nomination was made 


unanimous. 


The Oklahoma City man has the 


honor of being the first democrat nomi- 
nated for congress in Oklahoma. 


The convention was remarkable for 


its harmony, no sore spots remaining 
as was evidenced by all delegations go- 
ing to Fulton before the vote on the 
decisive ballot was announced. 


Geo. 
E. Black, of Taloga, received a 


larger vote than was expected on the 
first ballot, getting only Hve less than 
Fulton. 
Fifty-eight votes was his low 


point. 


M. R. Shanks, of Geary, however, 


could not hold his forces, his home del- 
egation, Blame, deserting him on the 
fourth ballot, giving Fulton six and 
Black seven votes. 


In the fellow servant provision the 


term "commoncarrier" was eliminated 
and "railroad company, street railway 
company and interurban railway com- 
pany" inserted. 
In addition to the 


public service corporations mentioned 
every company operating an under- 
ground mine is made liable under the 
provisions. 


In the suffrage provision a clause 
as inserted prohibiting the legislature 


from ever making a suffrage distinction 
on account of race or color. The total 
property taxed on an ad valorem basis 
for state, county, township, municipal 
and school districts h»s been fixed not 
to exceed in any one year thirty and 
one-half mills on the dollar. 


The salary list of officers for the new 


state was adopted as follows: 


Governor, $4,500; Lieutenant Gover- 


nor, ?1,000; Secretary of State, 12,600; 
Attorney General, $4,000; Treasurer, 
$3,000; Auditor, 2,500; Examiner, and 
Inspector of Mines, Gas and Oil, $3,000; 
Labor Commissioner, $2,000; Commiss- 
ioner of Charities and Corrections, $1,- 
600; three Corporation Commissioners, 
$4,000 each; Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, $2,000.
